FOR the purpose of making marijuana a Schedule II controlled dangerous substance; 3 

prohibiting certain persons from distributing or dispensing marijuana to certain 4 

persons; providing for a certain penalty; requiring the Department of Health 5 

and Mental Hygiene (DHMH) to issue a certain request for proposals to select 6 

authorized growers of marijuana for medical use; providing for certain 7 

requirements of authorized growers; prohibiting an authorized grower from 8 

holding any other permit issued under a certain provision of law or being a 9 

physician who prepares a certain written certification; requiring DHMH, jointly 10 

with the Department of Agriculture, to adopt certain regulations; requiring 11 

DHMH to establish a certain registration program to authorize certain entities 12 

to distribute marijuana for medical purposes; authorizing DHMH to charge a 13 

certain fee for the issuance of a certain permit; requiring certain entities and 14 

individuals to apply for a certain criminal history records check and to submit to 15 

certain drug testing; requiring the Department to assign a certain identification 16 

number to certain permit holders for certain purposes; requiring certain permit 17 

holders to display a certain permit at certain times; requiring certain permit 18 

holders to report certain changes to DHMH within a certain time period; 19 

authorizing a patient or primary caregiver to provide certain reimbursement to 20 

certain entities; prohibiting certain individuals issued a certain permit from 21 

holding any other permit issued under a certain provision of law or being a 22 

physician who prepares a certain written certification; prohibiting a physician 23 

that prepares a certain written certification from holding a permit issued under 24 

a certain provision of law; requiring DHMH, in consultation with the Board of 25 

Pharmacy and stakeholders to develop certain regulations on or before a certain 26 

date; requiring DHMH to establish a registry of qualifying patients and primary 27 

caregivers and to issue a certain registry identification card to certain 28 
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individuals under certain circumstances; requiring DHMH to approve or deny 1 

an application or renewal for a registry identification card within a certain time 2 

period and in a certain manner; requiring a registry identification card to 3 

include certain information; requiring an individual who has been issued a 4 

registry identification card to provide a certain notification to DHMH under 5 

certain circumstances; requiring certain physicians to provide notice to certain 6 

patients and the Department regarding the withdrawal of a patient’s written 7 

certification under certain circumstances; requiring the Department to send a 8 

certain notice; requiring certain patients and certain primary caregivers to send 9 

to the Department a certain registry identification card under certain 10 

circumstances and to dispose of any marijuana within the patient’s possession 11 

within a certain number of days; requiring DHMH to maintain a confidential 12 

list of the individuals to whom DHMH has issued registry identification cards; 13 

providing that certain individuals and entities may not be subject to certain 14 

penalties or denied certain rights for the medical use of marijuana; providing 15 

that the possession of a registry identification card does not constitute probable 16 

cause to conduct a certain search by a government agency; providing that an 17 

individual may not be subject to arrest or prosecution for certain offenses for 18 

being in the presence of the medical use of marijuana; requiring certain 19 

pharmacies or dispensing centers to dispense a certain amount of usable 20 

marijuana to certain individuals for a certain period of time except under 21 

certain circumstances; prohibiting certain pharmacies and dispensing centers 22 

from dispensing more than a certain amount of marijuana to certain individuals 23 

within a certain period of time except under certain circumstances; authorizing 24 

certain pharmacies or dispensing centers to dispense more than a certain 25 

amount of marijuana to certain individuals under certain circumstances; 26 

requiring certain pharmacies and dispensing centers to maintain certain 27 

records; requiring qualifying patients, primary caregivers, and certain 28 

pharmacies and dispensing centers to follow certain procedures; providing that 29 

a patient may be registered at only one pharmacy or dispensing center at a 30 

time; establishing procedures for a patient to change an authorized pharmacy or 31 

dispensing center; requiring the Secretary of Health and Mental Hygiene to 32 

establish a system to monitor the dispensation of marijuana for medical use in 33 

the State; providing that a person who knowingly gives certain false 34 

information is subject to a certain penalty; requiring certain physicians, 35 

pharmacies, and dispensing centers to provide certain information to the 36 

Secretary; providing for the construction of this Act; providing that this Act may 37 

not be construed to provide immunity to certain persons; providing that this Act 38 

may not be construed to require certain insurance reimbursement; requiring 39 

DHMH to submit certain reports to the Governor and General Assembly on or 40 

before certain dates; requiring DHMH to adopt certain regulations on or before 41 

a certain date; authorizing DHMH to accept certain funds; requiring DHMH to 42 

use certain fees in a certain manner; requiring DHMH to distribute certain 43 

funds to drug rehabilitation programs throughout the State; defining certain 44 

terms; and generally relating to marijuana for medical use. 45

PHARMACY THAT HOLDS A REGISTRATION PERMIT TO DISTRIBUTE MARIJUANA 31 

UNDER THIS SUBTITLE OR TO A DISPENSING CENTER FOR A FEE. 32 
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 (C) “BONA FIDE PHYSICIAN–PATIENT RELATIONSHIP” MEANS A 1 

RELATIONSHIP IN WHICH THE PHYSICIAN HAS ONGOING RESPONSIBILITY FOR 2 

THE ASSESSMENT, CARE, AND TREATMENT OF A PATIENT’S MEDICAL 3 

CONDITION. 4 

 

 (D) “DEBILITATING MEDICAL CONDITION” MEANS A CHRONIC OR 5 

DEBILITATING DISEASE OR MEDICAL CONDITION OR THE TREATMENT OF A 6 

CHRONIC OR DEBILITATING DISEASE OR MEDICAL CONDITION THAT PRODUCES 7 

ONE OR MORE OF THE FOLLOWING: 8 

 

  (1) CACHEXIA OR WASTING SYNDROME; 9 

 

  (2) SEVERE OR CHRONIC PAIN; 10 

 

  (3) SEVERE NAUSEA; 11 

 

  (4) SEIZURES; 12 

 

  (5) SEVERE AND PERSISTENT MUSCLE SPASMS; OR 13 

 

  (6) AS DOCUMENTED BY THE PHYSICIAN WITH WHOM THE 14 

PATIENT HAS A BONA FIDE PHYSICIAN–PATIENT RELATIONSHIP, ANY OTHER 15

 (E) “DISPENSING CENTER” MEANS AN ENTITY REGISTERED UNDER 17 

THIS SUBTITLE THAT ACQUIRES, POSSESSES, DELIVERS, TRANSFERS, 18 

TRANSPORTS, SUPPLIES, OR DISPENSES MARIJUANA OR RELATED SUPPLIES 19 

AND EDUCATIONAL MATERIALS. 20 

 

 (F) “MARIJUANA” HAS THE MEANING STATED IN § 5–101 OF THE 21 

CRIMINAL LAW ARTICLE. 22 

 

 (G) “MEDICAL USE” MEANS THE ACQUISITION, POSSESSION, 23 

CULTIVATION, MANUFACTURE, USE, DELIVERY, SALE, TRANSFER, OR 24 

TRANSPORTATION OF MARIJUANA OR PARAPHERNALIA RELATING TO THE 25 

ADMINISTRATION OF MARIJUANA TO TREAT OR ALLEVIATE A PATIENT’S 26 

CONDITION OR SYMPTOMS. 27 

 

 (H) “PHYSICIAN” MEANS AN INDIVIDUAL LICENSED BY THE STATE 28 

BOARD OF PHYSICIANS UNDER TITLE 14 OF THE HEALTH OCCUPATIONS 29 

ARTICLE TO PRACTICE MEDICINE. 30 

 

 (I) (1) “PRIMARY CAREGIVER” MEANS A RESIDENT OF THE STATE 31 

WHO: 32 
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   (I) IS AT LEAST 18 YEARS OLD; 1 

 

   (II) HAS AGREED TO ASSIST WITH ONLY ONE QUALIFYING 2 

PATIENT’S MEDICAL USE OF MARIJUANA AT A TIME; 3 

 

   (III) HAS BEEN DESIGNATED AS PRIMARY CAREGIVER ON 4 

THE QUALIFYING PATIENT’S APPLICATION OR RENEWAL FOR A REGISTRY 5 

IDENTIFICATION CARD OR IN OTHER WRITTEN NOTIFICATION TO THE 6 

DEPARTMENT; AND 7 

 

   (IV) HAS SATISFIED THE CRIMINAL HISTORY RECORDS 8 

CHECK REQUIRED UNDER § 13–3004 OF THIS SUBTITLE. 9 

 

  (2) “PRIMARY CAREGIVER” DOES NOT INCLUDE THE QUALIFYING 10 

PATIENT’S PHYSICIAN. 11 

 

 (J) “QUALIFYING PATIENT” MEANS A RESIDENT OF THE STATE WHO:  12 

 

  (1) IS AT LEAST 18 YEARS OLD; AND 13 

 

  (2) HAS BEEN PROVIDED WITH WRITTEN CERTIFICATION BY A 14 

PHYSICIAN PURSUANT TO A BONA FIDE PHYSICIAN–PATIENT RELATIONSHIP. 15 

 

 (K) “REGISTRY IDENTIFICATION CARD” MEANS A DOCUMENT ISSUED BY 16 

THE DEPARTMENT THAT IDENTIFIES AN INDIVIDUAL AS A QUALIFYING PATIENT 17 

OR PRIMARY CAREGIVER. 18 

 

 (L) (1) “USABLE MARIJUANA” MEANS THE DRIED LEAVES AND 19 

FLOWERS OF MARIJUANA AND ANY MIXTURE OR PREPARATION OF THE DRIED 20 

LEAVES AND FLOWERS. 21 

 

  (2) “USABLE MARIJUANA” DOES NOT INCLUDE THE SEEDS, 22 

STALKS, OR ROOTS OF THE PLANT. 23 

 

 (M) “WRITTEN CERTIFICATION” MEANS A CERTIFICATION THAT MEETS 24 

THE REQUIREMENTS OF § 13–3004(A)(2) OF THIS SUBTITLE. 25

SECTION SHALL BE FOR AN AMOUNT SET BY THE DEPARTMENT IN 2

  (2) MEET CERTAIN SECURITY AND SAFETY STANDARDS THAT MAY 13 

BE VERIFIED BY AN OUTSIDE ENTITY AS APPROVED BY THE DEPARTMENT; 14 

 

  (3) SUBMIT TO PHARMACOLOGICAL TESTING OF THE MARIJUANA 15 

TO ENSURE: 16 

 

   (I) CONSISTENCY OF THE MARIJUANA CULTIVATED UNDER 17 

THIS SUBTITLE; AND  18 

 

   (II) THAT THERE IS NO ADULTERATION OR CONTAMINATION 19 

OF THE MARIJUANA; AND 20 

 

  (4) SUBMIT TO A CRIMINAL HISTORY RECORDS CHECK AND TO 21 

PERIODIC DRUG TESTING, AS DETERMINED BY THE DEPARTMENT IN 22 

REGULATIONS, FOR ANY EMPLOYEE OF THE AUTHORIZED GROWER AS 23 

PROVIDED FOR IN THIS SUBTITLE. 24 

 

 (D) AN AUTHORIZED GROWER MAY NOT: 25 

 

  (1) HOLD ANY OTHER PERMIT ISSUED UNDER THIS SUBTITLE; OR 26 

 

  (2) BE A PHYSICIAN WHO PREPARES A WRITTEN CERTIFICATION 27 

SUBMITTED TO THE DEPARTMENT UNDER § 13–3004 OF THIS SUBTITLE. 28 

 

 (E) (1) AN INDIVIDUAL WHO HAS BEEN CONVICTED OF POSSESSION 29 

OR SALE OF A CONTROLLED DANGEROUS SUBSTANCE MAY NOT BE AN 30 

EMPLOYEE OF AN AUTHORIZED GROWER, UNLESS THE CONVICTION WAS FOR A 31 
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VIOLATION OF FEDERAL LAW RELATING TO POSSESSION OR SALE OF 1 

MARIJUANA FOR CONDUCT THAT IS LEGAL UNDER THIS SUBTITLE. 2 

 

  (2) AN INDIVIDUAL WHO HAS BEEN CONVICTED OF A FELONY MAY 3 

NOT BE AN EMPLOYEE OF AN AUTHORIZED GROWER. 4 

 

 (F) THE DEPARTMENT, JOINTLY WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF 5 

AGRICULTURE, SHALL ADOPT REGULATIONS TO BE FOLLOWED BY AN 6 

AUTHORIZED GROWER, INCLUDING: 7 

 

  (1) THE STANDARDS TO BE USED IN CULTIVATING THE 8 

MARIJUANA; 9 

 

  (2) THE SECURITY FEATURES TO BE REQUIRED ON THE PREMISES 10 

AND IN TRANSPORT TO AN ENTITY THAT OBTAINS A PERMIT TO DISPENSE 11 

MARIJUANA; 12 

 

  (3) THE LOCATION OF THE AUTHORIZED GROWER, INCLUDING 13 

THE CONSIDERATION OF THE PROXIMITY OF THE ENTITY TO SCHOOLS; AND 14 

 

  (4) THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A SYSTEM TO TRACK THE AMOUNT 15 

OF MARIJUANA DISPENSED AND TO WHOM THE MARIJUANA IS DISPENSED. 16

  (2) THE FOLLOWING ENTITIES MAY REGISTER WITH THE 24 

DEPARTMENT TO DISTRIBUTE MARIJUANA FOR MEDICAL PURPOSES: 25 

 

   (I) A PHARMACY THAT HOLDS A PHARMACY PERMIT 26 

ISSUED BY THE BOARD OF PHARMACY; OR  27 

 

   (II) A DISPENSING CENTER AS PROVIDED FOR IN THIS 28 

SECTION. 29 

 

 (B) THE DEPARTMENT SHALL REQUIRE AN APPLICANT FOR A PERMIT 30 

TO PROVIDE THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION TO THE DEPARTMENT: 31 
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  (1) THE NAME OF THE INDIVIDUAL WHO IS RESPONSIBLE FOR 1 

OPERATING THE PHARMACY OR DISPENSING CENTER; 2 

 

  (2) THE NAMES OF ANY EMPLOYEES, WHETHER VOLUNTEER OR 3 

PAID; 4 

 

  (3) THE LOCATION OF THE PHARMACY OR DISPENSING CENTER; 5 

 

  (4) THE SECURITY MEASURES THAT WILL BE FOLLOWED BY THE 6 

PHARMACY OR DISPENSING CENTER IN RECEIVING, STORING, AND DISPENSING 7 

THE MARIJUANA; 8 

 

  (5) THE METHOD BY WHICH THE PHARMACY OR DISPENSING 9 

CENTER WILL ACCOUNT FOR THE AMOUNT OF MARIJUANA RECEIVED AND 10 

DISPENSED; AND 11 

 

  (6) ANY OTHER INFORMATION THAT THE DEPARTMENT 12 

CONSIDERS NECESSARY. 13 

 

 (C) (1) AN ENTITY SEEKING TO DISPENSE OR CULTIVATE MARIJUANA 14 

UNDER THIS SUBTITLE SHALL APPLY TO THE CENTRAL REPOSITORY FOR A 15 

STATE AND NATIONAL CRIMINAL HISTORY RECORDS CHECK FOR EACH 16 

EMPLOYEE OF THE ENTITY. 17 

 

  (2) AS PART OF THE APPLICATION FOR THE CRIMINAL HISTORY 18 

RECORDS CHECK, THE ENTITY SHALL SUBMIT TO THE CENTRAL REPOSITORY: 19 

 

   (I) TWO COMPLETE SETS OF THE EMPLOYEE’S LEGIBLE 20 

FINGERPRINTS TAKEN ON FORMS APPROVED BY THE DIRECTOR OF THE 21 

CENTRAL REPOSITORY AND THE DIRECTOR OF THE FEDERAL BUREAU OF 22 

INVESTIGATION; 23 

 

   (II) ANY FEE REQUIRED UNDER STATE LAW FOR ACCESS TO 24 

STATE CRIMINAL HISTORY RECORDS; AND 25 

 

   (III) THE MANDATORY PROCESSING FEE REQUIRED BY THE 26 

FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION FOR A NATIONAL CRIMINAL HISTORY 27 

RECORDS CHECK. 28 

 

  (3) THE CENTRAL REPOSITORY SHALL FORWARD TO THE 29 

EMPLOYEE AND THE DEPARTMENT THE EMPLOYEE’S CRIMINAL HISTORY 30 

RECORD INFORMATION. 31 

 

  (4) INFORMATION OBTAINED FROM THE CENTRAL REPOSITORY 32
